The papers were received bv the 
Austrian vice-mudsill, Arnold Schnei­ 
der, who, with tile mottler of the dead 
man, are I tie executor* of the estate, 
from the department of state of Wash­ 
ington. The government authorities 
are using every means to collect evi­ 
dence against the murderers and bring 
them to a speedy trial 
Six men have

crime and there seems to be no doubt 
In t he minds of the authorities as to 
the guilt, of the accused. The assur­ 
ance Is given t hat they will tie con­ 
victed. 
The information was recoiled at the 
department of state Iii a letter written 
July W, IMM, from Fulled States Min 
later Taylor, at Constantinople. 
It 
states that Leu/, was killed by a hand 
-if six men, t wo of whom were sons of 
a luau named Khato, two sons of a 
native named Aitdvahatu and two 
brot liers named Itlzgo, The murder 
w a s committed bet ween the villages 
of Kurtali and Bahar, in Persia. while 
the young luau was enroute to Kr- 
zereurn, distant about HA miles from 
the lat ter place. 
The government has taken special 
efforts to locate the murderers, and to 
that end about two weeks ago sent 
Robert S Chilton as special consul to 
Brei'mu rn to take charge of Lena' ef­ 
fects, and attend to having the body 
sent home. 
It Is now buried In a 
cemetery at Brxeroum. The news so 
far obtained 
was collected by the 
British vice consul at Krzernum, and it 
was mainly through his efforts, Incon- 
uertiofi with those of Minister Taylor, 
that resulted iii running the murder­ 
ers down.

The last letter which Mrs. Leu/, re­ 
ceived from her son was dated at Tar- 
hare/ IV ml a, April SB, IMW, Just it 
days before be was killed, 
lie wrote 
I hat tic was on tits way to Krteroum 
and would arrive there Iii todays. As 
soon as Mr Chilton readies Krzeroum 
lie will have the remains prepared for 
shipment and they will probably be 
-h oi to Constantinople and from there 
In a government vessel to this conn 
try.
